Great Confederation Meeting in 
Cariboo. 



[CONCLUDED. 



Mr McLaren — 

!' All mr*n are born freo and equal'' 
and "simple majority skill rule," are the 
foundation principles of tbs American Con- 
stitution. The former of these has been 
mismterprntoted by nearly one-balf of her 
citizens for more than three-quarters of a 
century, and the latter is not yot half un- 
derstood by her Government. Although 
majorities must eventually rule it ia not by 
virtue of their right to do so, but of their 
power; in fact, past history shows minoi- 
ities lo have been oftener right than major- 
ities ; and this being tho case, that harsh 
application ol tho doctrine of majorities 
under the American Constitution has often 
threatened the vory existence of 'ha Union. 
This incongruity between might and right 
has long since been reconciled in the Bociul 
and moral world. Ever since the days ol 
knight errautB a strong man is not allowed 
to impose on a weaker one, Dor is be allowed 
to insult a lady; and it is a bond of fellow- 
ship in the Christinu faith for "those that are 
strong to bear tho burdens of tho weuk." 
However true, therefore, the doctrino of 
majorities may be in ihc nbstraot, it is only 
when uppiied on tiio principles of otiquatla 
and Christian charily that it becomes perfect 
in practice And tho Constitution of tbe 
Confederation is as far ahead of that ol the 
Uuited States in tho application of thin 
principle as tho United Slates is ahead of 
tbe British Constitution in the princ pie 
itself. Tho smallest minority in tho Norib 
American Provinces is made tho unit o/ 
comparison by which the whole scheme is 
constructed. A Bmall portion of these 
Biiiish possessions was held and inhabiiod 
by tho chivalrous aud polished descendants 
of tho old nobility of France, securoi! in thoir 
inheritance, their laws aud their religion by 
a treaty with Great Britain, and to them the 
ba-is of Confederation guaranteod all thoir 
rights — some of which these gallant citizens 
have voluntarily relinquished lor the common 
welfare of the scheme and aa a token of the 
unbounded confidenro they have in the 
liberal majority. Tho oldest and inosi aris- 
tocratic and most jealous wilnesa of the rise 
and fall of empires lor the last eighteen 
centuries is also a minor under this scheme, 
jet from the greatest magnato down lo the 
youngest bishop of tho Church ol Romo in 
the provinces, all have, without exemption, 
publicly expressed their entire confidence in 
the honor and charily of the majority. In 
other vita! principles this new Constitution 
is immeasurably ahead both of the Constitu- 
tion of Great Britain and that of the United 
States. Tho relation existing between the 
Church and State in Britain has given rise 
to endless grievances for the last three hun- 
dred years ; and the Constitution of ilia 
United Stales, to avoid similar difficulties, 
has dissolved all connection between Church 
aud State in such a cold and lormal manner 
lhat it is accused by many of its greatest and 
best citizens of showing a silent disrespect 
f r all reiigion. On this principle ulso the 
oow Constitution has adopted the happy 
ineaDS by selling the Ciorgy Reserve Estates, 
dividing tbe proceeds between the Estab-, 
Iished Churches of Great Britain, tbe Disabl- 
ing Churches and tho Church of Rome. 
Thus, disregarding the minor difficulties ol 
church policy, the Gjvernmenl has subsi- 
dized tho eternal and essential principles of 
our common faith with a bonus of miliirns ol 
dollars, aud bade an affectionate and lasting 
(are well to sacred things by committing them 
to purer haDds. The educational system of 
our common schools under the new Consti- 
tution is the best in the world and framed on 
tbe most approved principles of the Prussian, 
tbo Irish, Scottish and Massachusetts sys- 
tems, by one of/Janada'a btightesl sous, and 
supported 0y a large and permanent fund, it 
oilers a perlect free and liberal education ol 
uniform standard to every child. The muni- 
cipal system under Confederation is alao 
iho most efficient known. Counties with 
over a hundred thousand inhabitants havu 
ihair internal arrangements managed by u 
warden and a few councillors in home-spun 
clothes, who oarn thoir honest livelihood by 
Holding the plough, at an expense of only a 
lew hundred doll irs a year. Here are some 
of the enlightened principle 4 of that new 
Constitution which tho wisdom of tho Ira 
pe.rial Act referred to in my resolution has 
acknowledged, selected from the liberal nod 
tested priuoiples of tho British and American 
Constitutions, which have been corporatoil 
Hid applied in Ihe lights ol their dear- 
bought experience. Tho lust, tho first, iho 
,'reateat and the best Constitution upon 
earth. This is the lust time in iho history ol 
the world that a now constitution will be 
applied to a now country with virgin 
vacant soil and unopaned mines. The ge 
ni us of civilization has reached the end ol its 
tiist journey round the world ; for hereafter 
it must deal with couutries in which idolatry 
and superstition are held more sacred than 
life itself by numberless millions of human 
beings. Now, l!ie resolution which I read to 
you simply expresses the idea th'U it ia wife 
and safe to make the territory of the new 
Dominion commensurate with its conatiiu 
tion by uniting ihe uncoofederated provinces 
under the central Government. Aud I con- 
sider this resolution worthy of your support 
for the following among many reasons : In 
tho lirsl placo it would destroy party alrif 
— for each colony has now at least two par- 
lies in its government, and those parties, by 
thoir insignificance and consequent viru'enco, 
havo their vision and judgment obscured by 
iho strife ; bul by iho formation ol two great 
parties questions of greater importance! will be 
discussed with greater wisdom and liberulit){ 
Attain, this- Union will develop lha resource* 
of the whole country. Tho largo Oipital 
required to open many of our wealthiest 
mines cannot bo ruiaed or guaranteed by 
the separate Colonies, but by all of them 
united a security will bo afforded to large 
investments by the permanent and prosper- 
ous features ol a central and powerful Gov- 
ernment. Further, it will place tbe high- 
way of the commerce of iho world under 
tho control of a powerful and liberal govern- 
ment- Commnrco is destined to piisa along 
tho shortest and quickest routo, and this 
law : 3 inevitable ; opposition or negligent) 
may delay, but cannot prevent obedience to 
it. The great Industrial z no of tho ourth 
lien between Iho 45 h nnd5t5th parallels no lb 
latitude, and in eome locality near tbo eontie 
of Iho zone will tho highway ol commerce 
puss, wliich will brmg it through tho oentn 
of tho territories of tho Dominion. Lietly 
this Union would strengthen her defence.*, 
it would secure a base lino of British ships 
of war and transport on tho Pacific ua well 
aa on tho Atlantio Ocean, and would furthor 
protect the wtmeru and weakest boundary of 



the Dominion by several rangea of impassa- 
ble mountains, and last, but not least, it 
would place our back against tho polo in 
period socurity; thus would tho New Do- 
minion be so extended that she would be- 
come as able as she has hitherto been will- 
ing to grant liberty and security to her 
subjeots, a home and country to her imi- 
grants, a free and liberal education to all her 
children, a ch-np and efficient municipal 
system to all her residents, and becomo tbo 
safe asylum ol libcityand last resort of froe- 
dom to all the refugees on euitb. Many 
muiu'-il advantages would arise from tho 
ml mission of British Columbia into tbe 
Uonfederat'on. This Colony would form a 
perlect natural defence ou the western sido 
ol Iho couniry, and would perfect national 
systems of fisheries und tho fur trad 1- , as tho 
most valuable kinds of fiih end lurs are 
found in this Colony, the supplies of which 
which will coasa long belore ihe demand. 
The direct advantages to thia Colony would 
be many and great, among which I might 
mention, the postal system which would 
come under tha under the immediate con- 
trol of the central government, and the 
postal system of the Cnnledorated Colonies 



in tho world, and my observations induce me 
lo bolieve tbe whole Saskatchewan country 
is equally fertile with Edmonton. Leaving 
this lort, tho country intervening between it 
and Fort Pitt, is a piano, intersected wi'h 
running streams and dotted with lakes, pro- 
seating an anrivaled field for an agricultural 
people. At Fort Pitt we crossed tho Sas- 
katchewan for the second time, and as wo 
doecended its It-ft bank we found a continu- 
ance of alluvial soil covered with rank grass 
and wild greenvino until we arrive at St. 
Carlton ; hero we aguiu cross the river and 
strike across country to tha Thickwcod Hills, 
wbicb wero covered with verdure to their 
very summits ; and leaving ihese behind we 
paB3 by the lumpy and englo bills through 
tho most raagniBount country the eye can be- 
hold. Our way hero is somewhat hilly, but 
there ore numerous other routes for a rail- 
way. We have now arrived at Fori Ellice, 
lit tbe confluence of the Saskatchewan and 
Au'Appelle Riveia ; and from this point to 
Fort Garry tbe country ia equally fertile. 
Tbe winters are cold, but dry ; cattle rarely 
being penned. The Red River here over- 
flows ita banks and tbo inundations render 
the soil extremely rich. Iu conclusion, gen 



has for years boon a source of revenue and illerccn, I would say, if we can ever get a 



not of expenditure to the Government, so 
lhat the surplus profits of tbo department 
would ba expended in norfecting our system. 
An enormous reduction in cxeuo and cua* 
loins would follow our adoption into the 
Confederation, and the administration of 
justice would becomo cheaper, aimpler nod 
more secure, aud ihe laws ol bankruptcy and 
iusolvoncy more applioablo 10 tbe wants 
and misfortunes of enterprise. One of tho 
fust consequences of our admission to the 
Union would be tbo redact O'J ol our enor- 
mous Colonial debt u certain proportion of 
which would be assumed by the oonlral 
government and consequent reduction of our 
taxes, and a simpler and cheaper form of 
goverumout. Iu view of all these lacls I 
have no hesitation in asking every man 
present — the man of no country, if thero be 
any here, ''with t>oal so dead" — tbo many of 
every country and the patrioctio foreigner, 
to unite iu strengthening and extending the 
latest und best lorni |of governmeot. — the 
British auhjec'.a generally, and Canadians 
especially lo use every effort in lengthening 
cords und strengthening iho slakes ol this 
new Dominion. To one and all I would say, 
agitato 1 agitate ! agitate ! until British 
Columbia be admitted unto tbe Dominion, 
and hasten tint happy time in tbo history of 
t n is Oolony when her forests of maj-astic fir 
now moaning their soliloquies on self rasio« 
ous Btriugs along hor coas' shall become 
forests' of masts, moving to tho lively hum 
of Cuuunerco and keop time with tbo waves, 
when her valuablo sublc adorning the 
swarthy persona ol Russian uobles and ladiea 
ol high degree — her inostunable ermine, 
onrubing the mijosty of kings and queens, 
aud symbolizing the purity of elernal justice 
tior silvery salmon prosiding at every feast 
and uer gold and silver heapod.on every 
exchange, shall unite to proolaun her great- 
ness abroad, whon her cattls on a thousand 
hills and her innumerable furnaces with 
their perpetual smoke and flames pillars of 
cloudi by day and fire by night shall unllo 
with tbe clang ol her machinery to deolare 
ber industry au 1 prosperity at homo. When 
ihe subduing and winning sroilea of her fair 
and graceful, daughters whose chastity shall 
be as forever moved) from too baso suspi- 
cion of man aa the pure enow on her loftiest 
mountains is beyond his defiling touoh, 
shall realize tho fairv dream of our adven- 
turous lives by making u3 contented and 
huppy at home. 

Mr E. Holt wag very happy to endorse 
tho vie^s of tho mover, and aa the subject 
had been so fully exhausted, he did not con- 
sider it necessary to dotaio them with any 
further remarks, but begged to aocond tho 
resolution. 

The Chairman then put the rcaolutiso, 
which was adopted unanimously. The 
Chairman then presumed lhat as far as this 
meeting was concerned, our Confederation 
wastm/di! accompli, but that there was 
still a vast gap 'ixisting between this Colony 
nod the Confederated provinces. 

Mr Ronnie read tho third resolution. 
Resoltierf— " That this meeting respectfully 
invito the undivided attention of the Domin- 
ioaal Government, to the boundlessuess of 
that fertile belt of country, situated on tho 
banks of tho Sasliaichawan, and earnest y 
recommend that ample means of access 
thereto be immHiliateiy provided with a view 
to its more rapid oolonisatian, thereby corn- 
anting and consolidating the contemplated 
union of thia Colony with the Dominion ol 
Canada. 1 ' 

Mr Reinniu said : — In my opinion, Mr 
Chairman und Genllomon, the best thing to 
ba done is to set about the construction of 
a railroad immediately! and the new Dominion 
will speedily become indhsolubly cemented 
together. As to ihe practicability ol such 
an understanding, I think thero can bo no 
doubt, and thoso ol you who are at all 
sceptical, will, I bolieve, become converts, 
so anon aa you have given some thought to 
llio sutijuot. To this end I invito your atten- 
tion, and I will endeavor to carry you, in 
imagination, over the proposed route. Ibo, 
lievo tha practicability of o railroad from 
Bute Inlet or Bantinok Ann, or indeed from 
manyothor of our m m'nifieent harbors nnd 
inleiB to tho base of tho Rocky Mountains, 
running through the gold range, ia an estab- 
lished lact. nor can the necessity of increased 
means of ncceas, with a view to favor irinni- 
graiinn and cheaper provisions, bo gainsayed 
by anyone It is the R cky Mountains that 
have always been the stumbling black, bul 
indeed ihey cannot longer bo offered as an 
insurmountable obstacle; for in Leather Pass 
ihe gradients ore so li^tit as lo offer every 
facility lor the comparatively economical con- 
Btrue ion of a miUnad. Dr Rao, who t avera- 
cd ttiis pass in 180 I, pronounces it eminently 
practicable, I um now about lo conduct yon, 
in laiicy, ovor tho routo which I travo ed in 
'GJ, whan coming to this couutry, On enter- 
ing Leather Pu h, and proceeding some Bixiy 
miles up tho Eraser, o r ie is struck by ihc 
grail ua I accent and iho absence of hills. The 
iiltiiiulo of L'nihur Pass ia variously esti- 
mated at from 3100 to 3700 foot. Lord Mil- 
ton and Dr Chcsdja iuclining to tho last- 
menTipned figures, bul no reliable measure- 
ment has ever buen tnudo tha I ora uivmo 
ol. Tho piirno liveliness of grade was in ticu- 
able aa wo descondod aloug the binka of 
Hie MlettS until wo roach iho Athabasca, 
abounding In iiumhtrlioa rich prairies, clothed 
with luxuriant grass. Altir reaching Jasper 
House we truveno a country sometimes open, 
but bore and there putchea of f'oraal until we 
havo passed Lake St. Auno's, when wo lind 
nothing but open couuiry uuLil wo urnve at 
Edmonton, hare wo cuteh our first glimpse of 
the Ddhlo vniley of tiio Siisk'uiolitjttuii, 
which ia doubtleua iho moat fertile couutry 



railroad through this country we will not have 
to pay 860 per barrel for Hour in Cariboo. 
Mr Bowbod biiefly seconded the resolution. 
Tho resolution was then put by tho Chair- 
man and carried. 

Mr Sparrow said: — Mr Chairman and 
Gentlemen— It is fortunate for mo as well 
asyourselvea lhat tbe resolution which I rise 
to propose requires no lengthened remarks 
Irom me, at thia late hour of the evening. 1 
cannot forbear, however, saying how cordially 
I agree with the prescDt out-ppoken eeutU 
meut of this meeting, aa to the desirability 
of tbe immediate incorporation of this colony 
in Ihe Dominion of Canada. If time per- 
mitted I should be glad to allude to some of 
the immediate benefits which would certain- 
ly acorue to thia colouy in tbo event of aucb 
a union. Tbo opening up of an overland 
route, whereby wo should secure what tbe 
colony now needa — an immigration that 
would take possesBion of the land now ready 
for the plough and produce from our own 
soil that which ia now costing us thousanda 
ol dollars annually to import, and thereby 
lessen the price of living in Cariboo at least 
one hundred per cent. I venture to stale 
that there is sufficiout land between tho head 
of tho Bonaparto Valley and tho Mouth oi 
Queanella to produce every pound of grain 
required lor a population ol ten times our 
number. Then let us have Confederation 
aud we are bound to get a waggon-road and 
no longer be compelled to pay 50 oents for 
an apple, nor sixty dollars per barrel for flour, 
and wo shall get a mail service into tbe bari 
gain. Tbo municipal system of Canada has 
been ably aet forth by the speaker who has 
just preceded me, showing how pro-emiuontly 
it is suited in ita workings to the require- 
ments of a young Colony, when every surplus 
dollar is needed for internal improvements. 
Tho oommoo school system waa likewise pro- 
minently brought out by the same speaker, and 
not more prominently than it deserves to be. 
and Mr MoLaren was not claiming too much 
for it when be said it waa tbe moat perfect 
and satisfactory system in tbo world — let those 
sneer who diller, as some have done and con- 
tinue to do in this colony, tbo fact is the 
same. And then the Canadian Collego can 
boast of a curriculum aa high and turn out 
their A B'a, B A'a and M D'a, who lose 
nothing when compared with men educated 
in older and more expensively governed 
communities. Paas aloog then into the 
Confederation. Of course, thia project of 
Confederation will meat with opposition from 
cerjain men, aud why not? About 100 years 
ago it took tbe six horse coach six days to 
make tbe round trip from Edinburgh to 
Glasgow, and I have no douot but sorao men 
thought that this waa traveling last enough; 
about tho 6amo period whon turnpike roads 
wero being constructed out of London and 
while some opposed, othera petitioned tho 
authoritiea not to extend the roads to the dis- 
tricts boyond, alleging aa a reason thai iho 
residents of the outsida counties would be 
enabled to bring their produce into market 
and undersell them. Now from what I see 
of the men who oppose this Confederation 
schema, I am lod to believe that the lioaal 
descendants of ihe perfons I have alluded loo 
are still upon the earth, nnd some of them 
have settlod in British Columbia, and if not 
of kin, they cerUnly hava been tarred with 
ihe same stick, uhd would rather see the 
colony struck with the dry rot and drift into 
hopeless bankruptcy, than ndmii that 'any 
thing good came out of Nazeretb.' I should 
like to speak of what this young colony could 
safely pledge in return for tho banefita ob- 
tained by thia desired uuiou, but time will 
not permit. Mr Chairman, I huv.) great 
pleasure in moving tbo following resolution: 
Resolved— That this meeting respecliully 
request Uia Excellency Governor Seymour 
to omploy every means in his power with 
a view to tho immediate incorporation ol 
ibis Colony with the Domi ion of Canada 
under tho provisions ol the Imperial Act, 
and lhat a copy cf these resolutions be aeni 
to the Colonial aud leading Djminiona.1 
newspapers. 

Mr duoiiu Bftid — Mr Chairman and gentle- 
men, I have much ploasure in seconding 
tho resolution just read, and I intend to make 
a few remarks on one condition, and lhat is 
that lor the time being you will consider me 
as a British subject. An oight years resi- 
dence in a country should entitle a man to 
an opinion and liberty to express it. In 
Confederation I see what this country has 
long boon wanting. It ia the magic wand 
that will draw ueido the luneral pall. It 
will abow up our bidden wealth and ro- 
BOUrcOB and alurt us oil on the groat race ot 
oivilizilion and progrosa. One of the griatest 
links in this confederation chain ia the vast 
resources ot Red River and Saskatchewan 
territories. While a resident of Minnesota 
I hud muny opportunities of making myself 
acquainted wilh ttiese territories. I had 
frequent intercom so with many who had 
travelled through that country and I hud 
been a long way north myself. All agreed 
in calling it the healthiest and most proac- 
tive unsettled tract on the continent. Cop* 
per aud coal abound in inexhaustible quan- 
tities and 'I have heard it frequently said by 
thoso who wero good judges that its agricul- 
tural resources iilouo could be made to Bup- 
port a population of one hundred milli 'iis 
and expTt- wheat enough to Iced tho wholo 
of Europe. There are no obstacles to Iho 
construction of a Railroad. Now a word for 
Cariboo. The present condition of Ihis 
country is like thut ol a miner who if ho 
should strike a large quantity ol gold lc n 
tunnel ■would knock out the timbers behind 
him and'bury hirasel' iu the drift. The ofli- 
•ia! • kiogd-tfR i ut Wcii.Tdnsier hava 

taken away the props fram tho country and, 



surrounded by wealth, are like the miner in 
his hole. This liitle miniog couniry is a 
giant. Had it been otherwise it would be 
to-day like Tadmor in the wilderness, i The 
wealth of tho world flowed into California 
and Australia, and made them what they 
are. Cariboo -with uo aid ot sympathy 
from the outside, bus sustained itself on 
foreign produce at ruinous prices, built ex- 
pensive roadB into the country and main« 
tained, an extravagant government. One of 
the permanent sources ol wealth in Ihis 
colony lies iD its exlensivo forests of limber, 
principally cedar and pine, which will real- 
ize 30 per cent more thau the lumber of 
Puget Sound in any market. 
Uhina and Japan, whose commerce ia des- 
tined to whiten eve:y Bea, ia 1500 miloa 
nearer British Columbia iban San Francisco, 
t he Dominion thut ia to be, is the natural 
course across this continent for all tbia com- 
merce. Start a locomotivo acroaa thia con-i 
tment. It is the Queen Bea which all tho 
swarms follcw. Settle up tho country and 
oommerce will make itself. We want op-, 
position in commerce as well as in Ihe flour 
trado. Then wo will have our supplies of 
buuer fresh from the dairies of the Saskatch- 
ewan, on the morning express. To return 
to tho resolution. It is to bo hoped that 
tho Governor may ba pleased to look upon 
ihia confederation question favorubly, and aid 
in bringing about so desirable result. We 
know that onyihing Irom this country likely 
to change the form of Government is met 
with on Iho shower bath principle and wo 
must write these resolutions iu indelible ink 
that it may staud the immersion. If we fail 
in this effort, wo must point out the location 
of Bri'.ish Columbia, and that ihis mining 
community is all that ia oi ever wus of it. 
Make known but oce-half of our resources 
and English cupital by tho shipload will be 
here seokiug for investment. Jonathan 
builds raiiroade wilh English capital through 
districts not possessing half tho natural ad* 
vantages of this country, and they pay. In 
a word, confederation v>e must have, it is the 
antidote to all our ills. 

This resolution was then put by the Ohair« 
man and unanimously carried. 

The Chairman said — Gentlemen, aftor 
your unanimous and enthusiastic acquiescence 
iu the resolutions submitted for your approval 
td-'night, and tho eloquent and earnest ud» 
vocacy offered in their behalf by tho' oratorio 
c&l corps, it seems a work of superogation 
lor mo to utter an additional syllable ; yot, 
as I feel such an absorbing interest in the 
subject of Confederation, and as I, with a 
lew others, havo been mainly instrumental 
in getting up thia meeting, with a view to its 
ventilation, 1 cannot lorego the opportunity, 
fatigued as you must bo after standing for 
hours, of saying a word or two. Let me 
thank you for the long, patient and attentive 
hearing you have bestowed upon the speakers 
to-night. Your attention baa been 'fully 
commensurate^ with the vital importance 
ol the subject we have cnusidered, and E 
think the eloquence displayed by all was 
worthy of the occasion. When all hava 
done more than well it might seem invideous 
to particularize. Permit mo, however, to 
epitomize most briefly, what I conceive to bo 
tbe advautagea of Confederation. What has 
this Colony to gain by ill Geographically, 
iho isolation nnd remoteness from any parent 
or fostering aouro is such ns to render its 
futuro somewhat problematical, to say the 
lnatt ; aud politically, our positron is that of 
Helot's paona or serfs, powerlesa for good or 
lor evil, fetterod and fastened down without 
hope, under tbo Crown Colony regime, of 
omaucipation. I do not wish to reflect upon 
anybody or any class of peraons, because we 
have been brought to tho present pasa. I 
simply wish to state the lact. Now 
by Confederation all thia will ba iimno- 
diately changed, for in return (or tho keys 
of the, Pacific which in our hands as a soli- 
tary, outlying colony, are comparatively usa- 
leas, wo shall havo tho right of self-govern- 
ment, and shall form un integrul poriioo of 
what ia destined, in no long lime, to be a 
great and glorious empire. Thus we shall 
enhance our own import anco, improve our 
character f.,raolidity and stability, und con- 
tribute, by putting the oopestooe to coofed- 
ation, to divert European emigration from 
its westward channel into a north-western 
current, lo a laud almost fabulous iu rioh- 
neaa of resources and boundlessness of extent, 
thereby not only relieviug tho pressure in 
Great Britain, already overponulated, but on.» 
rjchfhg ourselves and sowing tho scads of a 
mighty empire. British gold too will Gnd its 
way here in proportion aa wa increuse tho 
socurity of investment?!, And now with re- 
gard to this intervening gap which divides ua 
from ihe Dominion, bolieve me, gentlemen, I 
caro uot whether wa havo a ruilroad or not, 
for by coulederntion we will span the conti- 



nent wilh a cordo i 



inking, energetic, 



pulsating humanity, and u railroad will 1 ol- 
io w aa a oonsignmeat to thoir necessitien. 
In cnnclusion, 'ot me assure J0U that if tbo 
sentiments of ; meeting nro carried out, 
wo shall lay tho inundation of a power which 
em luuf, should glorious old England fail to 
demonstrate that alio is perennial and ciia- 
close the fact, wliich God forbid, that she 
too must obey Ihe immutable law of nations, 
ihis vicarious Groat lirirain will extend her 
filial hand ol love and afford the support und 
susteuuueo lo hor declining years, which will 
I prove but a feublc return lor all tho 
aflaotion sho has borne her offspring, aud 
when nations in their onward course down 
ihe corridora of time shall hava reached lha 
turu of the twentieth century, our children 
when gazing at tho stupendous fabric confe- 
deration promises to be, contemplating tho 
wisdom of the statesmen who conceived that 
sublime idea brought out in that golden era 
the Victorian uge, lost in amazement, they 
will exclaim : 

Ami statesmen, niter counolln mot, 
Who Know tlio ec:i -niii Wion to take 
Oconslon by tlio ban<l,onil mako 
Tho bounds of freoiloin wttlor Jet," 

Again thatilifug you to'i your courleoua at- 
tention, let me ask you to join me in threo 
lusty cheers for our noble Queen, and threo 
inure for Cunkdnration, 

A veto ol thanks was then given to the 
chairman and snort-lury, alter which the 
meeting despersed.

The News, 

The important budget of nows un- 
folded by the telegraph yesterday 
contained more than our item in which 
our readers feel peculiarly interested 
The barbarous system of reprisal for 
the Manchester executions adopied by 
the Fenians in the very heart of Eng- 
land, and the atrocious and, unfor- 
tunately, too successful attempts upon 
the lives of Her Majesty's eworn Bor- 
vants, wilt but lead to tbo adoption »f 
Still more vigorous nioatmros by the 
Government in dealing with such of 
the Brotherhood as may fall into their 
hands. The Fenians havo displayed 
oousidorahlo taot in transferring the 
soono of their operations from Irish 
to English soil. Tbey havo found by 
experience that insurrection in Ire- 
land reacted upon the Irish peeplo, 
because it paralyzed business and re- 
duced the families of thoir friends and 
supporters to distress and want. It 
was truo they annoyed the hated 
Sassenach, but at tho samo timo ihoy 
destroyed their own homoB and ilroo 
Bides. Ho is a foolish general who 
would suffer his army to bo cut to 
pieces for the Rjflro ploasuro of hear- 
ing an enemy's guus fired. Tho 
Feuians, however, are pluying with a 
two-edged sword. They forget that 
whon they strikoone blow tho English 
can retaliate with a dozen; that where, 
they fire an© workshop or blow up 
one squad of police, tho English can 
employ tho samo agencies in the de- 
struction of a whole community of 
Fenians. Tbo English Govern incut 
would deploro and dopreoato the adop- 
tion of retaliatory measures; but Ut 
tho misguided meu of those outrages 
once fairly arause the English public, 
and woo would betide tho Irish resid- 
ents in the great Erglish ciLios. 

Tbo New Dominion is oxtonding'its 
youthful arms westward, and will soon 
hi'ld in close embraoo tho lied Kiver 
Torritoiy, — resolutions to taUoit over 
having passed the Commons. By the 
Imperial Act of Confoderation, a sim* 
pl« resolution of tht» Canadian Pur* 
liamont is alone required to enablo the 
Hudson Bay Territory to come into 
the Union. In tho ciuo of British 
Columbia, however, a joint address of 
both tbo Dominion and Local Parlia- 
ments would bo necosaary bofore the 
Imperial Government would consent 
to the change. 

Tho United StateB is moving again 
in favor of .Reciprocity. They will 
not find the Cauadian Government 
unwilling to meet them hall- way in 
any cow bargain that may bo pro. 
posed. The States havo beon heavy 
losers through thu abrogation of tho 



Treaty, and no doubt are heartily in 
favor of its ronowal. They thought to 
starve the Canadians into tho Union 
by discontinuing the Treaty; but the 
rosult has provod that thoir own ship- 
owners, bt least, havo been praotioally 
starved into tho Dominion. 

Tho joint occupation of th* Island 
of San Juan is to bo inquired into, and 
'ho question, wo hope, finally and 
apeodily settled.
